-Merman. Helm and Hale bad Ktart- 
ed out for a drive, .\icnuan having 
a fast horse. They were coming 
down Ninth street from the brick 
yard towards Waabington avenue e» 
route to their bomea. The approach 
to tbe railroad crosaing at thiit 
point la made dangerous by the 
density of the trees, which prevents 
persons nearhig the crossing from 
Kettlng n full view of the track. As 
the bUK^y came down the hill and 
drew near the track, a small boy 
beard the train coming and yelled 
to the men In the buggy that they 
bad better stop, but .Merman said 
that he thot%ht he could make It 
acrioaa the track. 

At the aame time they reached 
the traeka the engine of the B. ft O. 
expreaa craahed into the bnggy, coin- 
pietely demoliahing it and burling 
the occupants Into the air. Helm 
and Nierman were Inatantly killed 
and that Hale escaped instant death 
Is like a miracle. 

Frank H,.Ini was rendered almoat 
unreiogniznble In tbe terrific Im 
pact of the train. Nearly every bone 
In his body waa broken and bis 
head and face were terrlbl.v~"\cut 
and bruised. The buggy was stajid- 
Ing aquarely acroaa the tracks wlien 
the train atruck It. and Its occu- 
pants were thrown high into the 
air by the force of the impacl. 
Hetm'a body waa caught on 'the cow

An Interesting fact in connection 
with the accident Is that while tbe 
buggy was eoiniiieteiy wrecked, and 
Its occiiiiants iiiirl.il lu the ground, 
the horse was miliijiired.

CONDITIONS OF PAROLE.

Frankfort, Ky., July 30. — Daniel 
E. O'SuUivan, chairman of the 
Board of Priaon Commissioners, Is- 
sued the following statement to- 
day: 

"The Priaon Board ia anxious that 
the public shall know the rules that 
govern the consideration and grant- 
ing of paroles. In some quartet* 
there is a belief tbat paroles can he 
aecured by personal or political in- 
fluence or by the payment of ex- 
orbitant fees lo allonieys. As the 
board Is being deluged with appeals 
for pardons It is Just as well for tho 
prlsoners and their friends to under 
stand what courae they must take 
before an application for parole will 
be conaidered. 

"In the first place, the prisoner 
must have aerved more than the 
minimum sentence under the law 
before he Is eligible for parole. He 
must have a good prbon record, and 
accompanying his application thei-e 
must be a contract guaranteeing blm 
six mouths' employment. No oral 
arguments will be heard by the 
board because of the great nuuib^T 
of paroles tbat have lo be i oiisliler- 
ed. Prisoners are warned not to 
pay exorbitant teea to attorneya or 
othera who may claim to be able to 
secure paroles. Tbe board has 
made it a rule that it will reject 
any application where auch fees are 
Charged. It is proper that an attorn- 
ey or any other person shall charge 
moderate fee for preparing thu 
liaper.s for prisoners, but the board 
lias deiermlned to break up the 
practice of holding up unfortunate 
convicts under the pretense of in- 
fluence with the Prison Board. 

•'A member of the former board 
tetU me that a certain lawyer waa 
made to refund , tOOO tbat he char- 
ged the father of a convict for se- 
curing bis parole. I have the facta 
of a case more recent than that 
where another lawyer offered to ae- 
cure a parole for $1,000. Only re 
cently a poor woman In Louisville 
paid $750 to a lawyer itiuier a writ- 
ten agreement thai lie would get 
her husband out of ibu penitentiary. 

"This Is clearly Illegal, and If 
lawyers or otheVs persist in auch 
practices they will be exposed and 
punished. 

'We are going to follow not only 
the letter, but the spirit, of the law 
governing such matters, and the 
poorest convict, black or white, will 
have the same claims upon the 
Imard aa the most powerful prisoner, 
no matter what hia< social, political 
or buaineaa connectio.ta mav >^."

Fresh eggs can be pa< knd and 
kept for six months or more. They 
will not be equal to fresh eggs ai 
no process can do that. But if dlrec- 
tlona are followed they will be good 
and eatable. Strictly fresh egga only 
must be selected. Procure a stone 
Jar. say four to six gallons In alte 
^'ezt get from your drug store half 
gallon of silicate of soda waie 
glass. This comes as a thi< k. clea 
syrup, odorless and tastiNss lioil 
two gallons of soft viater and wli I- 
hot mix in It one ijuarl of the wai 
er glaaa and let cool. I'our this Ir 
your Jar and put tbe egi^s lo cap' 
fully. Be sure that none are crack 
ed. Keep the eggs under the llqul. 
with a doth and plate on top and 
day by day add the fresh eggs un- 
til the Jar is full, always keeping 
tbe eggs under the water. The Jar 
an be set away and the eggs used 
lit any time.

Some Interesting Cora Kni-tn. 
Corn Is grown almost everywhen'

to everyone. In fertilisers It was 
found that ootton-aeed meal Is a 
poor carrier of nitrogen. The yields 
for three years were '28.94 bushels 
of shelled corn per acre by the us" 
of cotton-scod meal, while nitrate of 
Hoda. with the same amount of pot- 
«ah and phospborua, and carrying' 
the same quantity of nitrogen, gave 
^1 .'',7 bushebi. and a chenilcallv 
equal formala of sulphate of am- 
monia produced 31.92 bushels. The 
unfertilised plats averaged 2.1.35 
bushels. Tankage also gave bettir 
reaalts than cotton-ae|id meaL

Frame, to wt 
my supply of Heiil of thlK I have 
to urge our readers again to try a 
little patch, say a row or two, 
twenty, forty er a hundred feet loni^ 
sowing seed of the Portugal at once 
and using about an ounce of seed 
for one hundred and 'twenty-five 
feet of row. The 'land should be 
very rich, and the application of a 
fair dressing of nitrate of soda (or 
nitrate of potash or saltpeter) aeit 
"liririK would he of great advantage.

The pnrPOM of thta lettar la that 
we may. as nearly as possible, have

Ities of the Stat*. 

1. The teacher must have at the 
achool house a copy of the can 
sua report of the district, which 
should, as the law requires, give 
the ages of all puplla Hated. 

2. The teacher and subdlatrlct 
trustee both ghould If possible, com- 
muolcat*' with ' delinquent parenU 
before reporting such delinquency to 
the county board of education. It 

ill produce far better results if 
this can be made a personal con 
ference 11 tlils Is linpradlcalile. a» 
It will di'ul>tU'S8 he in some in- 
stances, then a letter should be writ 
t>-ii The first letter should be 
written by the teacher and before 
the trustee has been notified of 
the parents' delinquency. The ad- 
visability of this Is apparent, since 
It is in the nature of a personal ap- 
peal. < 

3. The law doea not reqnire the 
teacher to visit delinquent parents 
In person, or even to write them, 
but many teachers will do this of 
their own volition, and many others 
will do so with the very highest re- 
sults, if the county superintendent 
will only make the suggestion. 

Let us enfori,' this law In the 
spirit of love and yet In the spirit 
of firmness, when all moral In- 
ftuencea have ceased to avail. I 
sincerely trust that there shall be 
very few. Indeed, who shall fall to 
yield to the persuaalve Influencaa of 
the teacher and trustee.
